One of the men 


rapped loudly on the bar, and at this 
clgn&l about 20 more men rushed into 
the place. All carried arms and were 
masked. A dozen shotguns were raised 
and discharged into the ceiling, ap- 
parently to demoralize the keeper of the 
place. Two men rushed upon Hudson 
with guns levelled at his head. 
He 


grasped the barrels and pushed them 
aside just as they exploded. Hudson 
•lipped to the floor. 


Just then Mrs. Hudson burst open the 


tear door and entered. 
She dashed 


toward her husband, whom she sup- 
posed to hare been shot. Hardly had 
»he crossed half the Intervening space 
when another gun was discharged point 
blank at her head. The whole top of 
her skull was blown away, and Hudson, 
regaining his feet, bore her to the rear 
room, where she died. 


Ten men are said to have been wait- 


Ing under arms to help defend the joint 
from the expected raid, but when tho 
band entered the place and began shoot' 
Ing the defenders became panic strick- 
en and decamped. 


When the raiders saw Mrs. Hudson 


fall they, too, became frightened, and 
hKstily left tlie place without attempt- 
ir>.j to destroy the liquor or fixtures.

iv ho kept guard over him during the 
80 hours he was kept a prisoner, pend- 
ing the negotiations for the ransom. 


Daniel A. Burris, who sold a horse 


and buggy to two men who are sup- 
posed to have used it to procure the ab- 
duction, also identified Callahan as one 
of the men with whom he made the 
deal. 
Marie Lursen, a servant in the 


employ of .r. N. H. Patrick, of whom 
the kidnappers rented a house, was the 
third person to identify Callahan, and 
bays he is tho muu who paid a month's 
ivut in advance for a cottage which the 
bandits abandoned, fearing disco very. 


Callahnn was arrested by Patrolmen 


Deunberry and Dwyer, both of whom 
are old acquaintances of the prisoner. 
They also knew he was a close friend ot 
Pat Crowe. 


Young Cudahy, with 
his father, 


called Sunday at the office of the chief 
of police and confronted the prisoner. 
After Callahan had been taken away, 
Young Cudahy said: "1 would never 
forget that voice, and I also remember 
very distinctly his peculiar manner in 
pronouncing certain words. 
In his 


present talk he used these same words 
nud pronounced them the same. 
As I 


had several &ood looks at the man while 
he was guarding me, I can be pretty 
sure that this is the man wanted." 


Callaban denies absolutely that he 


had anything to do with the kidnapping. 
He says he can prove an alibi, and states 
that during the time which it is claimed 
he 'spent guarding young Cudahy he 
was at the home of his sister, a Mrs. 
Kelly. 
Mrs. Kelly last night said the 


day following the deed he was at her 
home, but acknowledged that she does 
not know his whereabouts the night be- 
fore. 


Last night the police secured informa- 


tion which they expect to lead to the ar- 
rest of another man connected with the 
crime. 
He is a coachman of a family 


friend of Mr. Cudahy. 


Callahan is 3S years of age, and has 


lived in Omaha for several years, and 
recently has been employed at the 
Cudahy packing house. 
In 1893 Cal- 


lahan was given a five-year penitentiary 
sentence for highway robbery, but, af- 
ter serving IS months, was paroled. Six 
months later he was convicted for steal- 
Ing, and sent back to serve'the remain- 
der of his sentence.

An Item from Pittsfield published In 


yesterday's issue proves to have given 
entirely too much credit to that city, 
in the way of large smoke stacks, in 
which matter this city can give the 
Pittsfield people cards and spades and 
win hands down. The item concerned 
the raising of the new smoke stack for 
the Stanley works, which is 135 feet 
high and 40 inches in diameter, and 
which was stated in Pittsfieid to be the 
largest raised in this country in tone 
piece. 


As a matter of fact the largest stack

ment of passing regiments and has 
asked for a company that a little push 
and influence on the part of its citi- 
zens would bring the company here. 


The Casino can be designated as an 


armory, it being better adapted for the 
purpose than most of the halls in 
other cities where there are no ar- 
mories.

We have lost a man— a true man. 


Forth is poorer, but Heaven is far 
ric'her. I am glad to be able to write 
a few of the things which I would 
have said, had I been well enough, as 
a last tribute to a man whom I had 
both learned to respect and love. I 
cannot remember when we flrst met, 
but our friendship, once begun, devel 
Oped rapidly, for he had a lovable and 
sympathetic nature. When I returned 
to the special services last fall, he was 
one of the first to greet me in the ves- 
fy. Grasping my hand with both of 
his, he said in the most touching way, 
"it does my old eyes good to see you," 
Those are the last words of his that I 
remember. 
During- my work at the 


Stone church I counted him one of my 
right hand men, and in more than one 
difficult undertaking h« proved himself 
a tower of strength. I might almost 
gay that it was in the ditch that I got 
to know him best. 


The church has lost a strong pillar, 


«ne on whom responsibility was be- 
Blnning to rest in a larger degree than 
ever before. Much was expected from 
him, for few men gave greater prom-

Buring tho close of tho 'eighteenth con- 


tary the crazo for gambling rose to an ea> 
treme. At certain notorious clubs every 
incident was made tha subject of a wager, 
and thousands changed hands over the j 
veriest trifle. George Selwyn, who knew 
something about the business, used to de- 
claro that there was nothing in the heav- 
ens abou o or in the earth below or in tho 
waters under the earth upon which tbaso 
men could not contrive to bet, and this 
craze led many t\ noblo family to ruin, 
liash bets wore quite common at this time 


On ouo occasion a man dropped down 


at the door of White's, a famous club, and 
ha was carried into tho house. Was he 
dead or not? Batting commenced, and 
the odds were taken for and against. 
Some, who had stake.! hundreds on the 
man being dead, protested when their op- 
ponents desired to bleed the unconscious 
object of these wagers. T;;ey argued that 
tho uso of a lance would affect the fair- 
ness of the bet. Thus these gentlemen 
gravely argued the proa and cons affecting 
these foolish wagera. 


A certain Mr. Blako made himielf no- 


torious by betting £1,600 that a man could 
lino 12 hours under water! Ho hired n 
daring fellow, and, purchasing an old 
ship, they were sunk together by vray of 
settling the bet. Neither ship nor man 
reappeared, so Mr. Blake had to pay uo j 
The famous Earl of Carlisle onco staked 
£3,000 on a single card at faro, perhaps 
tho greatest sum that ever covered a card. 
Newmarket was once the scene of a curi- 
ous race. Geesa were the contestants, arid 
they ctecided a bet between the Marquis of 
Rockingham and Lord Oxford. 


On one occasion at Brookes', another 


noted gambling club, Lord Robert Spen- 
cer lost tbe last shilling of tho fortune 
which he had obtained from his brother, 
tho Duke of Maryborough, and General 
Fitzpatiick was in the same condition. 
Tho twain combined, and, borrowing a 
•um of money, they opened a faro bank. 
They had a run of luck, and Lord Spen- 
cer's share of the proceeds came to £10ti,- 
000. 
He pocketed this cash and never 


gambled again 


Trickery was often resorted to In these 


days, and loaded dice were commonly used 
by individuals called "gentlemen." Tho 
Duke of Norfolk once lost £70,000 in a 
gaming house in St. James street. Sus- 
pecting foul play, he pooketed the dice and 
went off to bod in the house. The black- 
legs were afraid that they would be dis- 
covered, but one of them undertook to en- 
ter the duke's room, armed with a brace 
of pistols and a pair of dice, and either 
ehcot the nobleman or change the dice In 
his pocket if hia associates gave him £S,- 
000. 
This was agreed to, and the ^nave 


entered the bedroom and succeeded in 
carrying off the loaded dice without 
awakening the duke. In the morning the 
nobleman had the dice in his pocket) 
broken, and, finding them good, ha had 
no other alternative than to pay up. The 
Duke of Bedford was once trttked in this 
waY also.—Scottish Nights. 


The Dance In Baracoa. 


The guitar, tho kettledrum, the gourd 


rattle and the scratch gourd struck up the 
queer, barbaric music of the Cuban "dan- 
Bon"—a round dance something like a 
waltz, but with greater irregularity of 
movement and with a peculiar, roluptnoua 
swaying of the body suggestive of the 
"hoochee coochee" ar/ other oriental 
dances of the Midway Plaisance. As some- 
times executed, this Cuban "danzon" is 
immodest, not to say indecent, and at 
balls in the larger Cuban towns it is often 
danced in a way that would bo startling, 
if not shocking, to the most hardened fre- 
quenter of the annual French balls in New 
York, but in Baracoa I saw nothing abdut 
it that was particularly objectionable.

"If I reach the pole I shall data 


that territory by right of discovery for 
Canada," Captain J. E. Bemier said in 
discussing his polar scheme, on which 
Le expects to start early in the spring. 
The captain will sail from Vancouver 
with a crew of 12 men, who are tq be 
scientists, sailors, hunters and snow- 
ehoers. Captain E.srnier has discussed j 
the project with Sir Wilfrid Laurler, 
wh*, it is said, has expressed great in- 
terest in the enterprise. In fact, the 
premier of Canada has promised as- 
sistance. 


"Apart altogether from the scientific 


results of my expedition," Captain 
Bernier said, "there is the great na- 
tional question otrajietermining Cana- 
da's northern botmoary. If the bound- 
ary between Canada and Alaska were 
continued northward, 11 would strike 
the north pole. A similar line through 
Baffin bay, prolonged to the 
pole, 


should be Canada's northeasterly fron- 
tier, and if we rea^h the pole we could 
claim the whole country north of us | 
by right of discovery. Owing to our 
neglect to do that the Americans are 
going in, and tbe returns at AVashing- £ 
ton show that American whalers, seal- 
ers and fishermen take $8,000.000 
sea animals and fish from Canadian 
waters which Canada has not yet 
been able to claim by right of discov- 
ery- 


"I believe that the waters between 


Canada's northern seacoast and the 
pole will, under the Influence of chang- 
ing climatic conditions, soon become 
the fishing grounds of tbe world." 


Captain Bernier said that he purpos- 


ed having a vessel specially construct- 
ed to stand the strain in the icefields 
and pound Its way through them by 
use of an auxiliary steam power. 
He 


has had plans prepared in England for 
two vessels, one to be of wood, the oth- 
er to be of steel. He prefers the for- 
mer for the reason that it can be built 
in Canada. The plans have been laid 
before the Canadian government. 


Speaking of the course outlined, the 


navigator said the ship will proceed 
from 
Vancouver to Fort Clarence, 


south of Caps Prince of Wales, Alaska. 
There dogs, live provisions, coal, etc., 
will be taken on board, and the expedi- 
tion will enter Bering strait about the 
1st of July. 


On entering the Arctic ocean the ship 


will take an easterly course, following 
the northern coast of Siberia, where 
open water is pretty sure to be found 
in July and August. When a point be- 
tween 1G5 and 170 east Is reached, the 
vessel will be headed for the north, and 
It will be pushed toward the pole as far 
as possible. Blasting if necessary will 
be resorted to to enable them to reach 
the most northerly point possible be- 
f(,«re being finally frozen in for the win- 
ter. 


Captain Bernier expects his vessel to 


be frozen in for the first winter about 
450 miles east of where Nansen's Frarn 
was frozen in and about 050 to 700 
miles from the pole. Here two obser- 
vation stations equipped with self reg- 
istering instruments will be establish- 


j ed and will keep in communication 


With, the aljip by means of the Marconi 
wireless telegraph system as well as by 
gun signals. 


While in- England Captain Bernier 


laid his scheme before all the leading 
arctic explorers and others interested 
and received their unanimous indorse- 
ment. Sir Clements Markhain particu- 
larly interested himself. Sir Clements 
is the president of the Royal Geograph- 
ical society and accompanied the arc- 
tic expedition of 1850. 
He presided 


over the meeting of the Royal Colonial 
Institute, where Captain Bernier laid 
his plans before the leading scientific 
men of England. 
He also arranged 


for the loan of all the scientific instru- 
ments required for the expedition from 
the British admiralty. 


Captain Bernier, whose family has 


been sailors for 325 years aiul who, 
since "he obtained his master's certifi- 
cate at the age of 17, has commanded 
47 vessels and never failr1' to reach his 
port, is 4S years old. He has had con- 
siderable experience in ice work, espe- 
cially in the gulf of St. Lawrence and 
on the coasts of Newfoundland and 
Labrador.

President Lincoln had been carried in, I 
end as he was my good friend I rushed 
into the room, which was on the first 
floor, in the rear, off the back parlor, 
and found Dr. Leebermann, an old 
Russian physician, well 
known in 


Washington for years, holding up Mr. 
Lincoln's head in bis bands from the 
bed pillow. 


He excitedly and vehemently direct- 


ed me to get some brandy. Mr. Lincoln 
then seemed lifeless and apparently 
was dead when brought into the house 
opposite Ford's theater. I ran quickly 
to the barroom, procured an old fash- 
ioned sarsaparilla glass of brandy and | 
hurried back. 
While I assisted the 


doctor in holding Mr. Lincoln's head he 
poured portions of the brandy down 
Mr. Lincoln's throat There was np to 
this time no sign of respiration or heart 
action. 


Suddenly Mr. Lincoln drew- a long, 


strangling sort of breath, but never 
opened his eyes nor spoke. He was to- 
tally unconscious and appeared to be in 
coma, breathing heavily and turning 
his head restlessly from one side to the 
other on the pillow. This continued 
during the night until he died. 


These facts are stated to the public 


for the first time and only in the inter- 
est of history without desiring to be 
conspicuous or ro obtain any impor- 
tance of a personal character in con- 
nection with this great calamity. I do 
not see how, as Dr. Leale puts it, Mr. 
Lincoln ccula have been "restored to 
consciousness by artificial respiration." 
He was at no time conscious. 


Dr. Crane, ttun assistant surgeon | 


general of the army, was seated on the

bed at Mr. Lincoln's side between it j 
and the wall, from which it was moved I 
out, and was taking his pulse as the 
president passed away, and he then I 
rose, saying to those assembled, "It Is 
all over." I do not see how the assist- 
ant surgeon general, who was officially | 
present, could be superseded by any j 
other physician at such a critical time. |

They 'Were In Uae Centuries Before 


tbe Christian Era. 


Saws were used by the ancient Egyp- 


tians. One that was discovered with sev- 
eral other carpenter's tools in a private 
tomb at Thebes is now preserved in the 
British museum. The blade, which ap- 
pears to be of brass, is 10 }4 inches long 
and 1 Vt. Inches broad nt the widest part 
The teeth are irregular and appear to 
have been formed by striking a blunt 
edged instrument against the edge of the 
plate, the bur or rough shoulder thus pro- 
duced not being removed. 


A painting copied in Rosellini'a work 


on Egyptian antiquities represents a man 
using a similar snw, the piece of wood 
which he is cutting being held between 
two upright posts. In other representa- 
tions tbe timber is bound with ropes to a 
eingle post, and in one, also copied by 
Rosellinl, the workman is engaged in 
tightening the rope, having left the saw 
sticking in the out. In an engraving 
given in the third volume of Wilkinson's 
"Manners and Customs of the Ancient 
Egyptians" a saw is represented of much 
larger dimensions, its length being by 
comparison with the man not less than 
three or fonr feet. It does not appear that 
the Egyptians used saws worked by two 
men. 
The invention of saws was variously 


attributed by the Greeks to two or three 
individuals, who are supposed to have 
taken the idea from the jawbone of n snake 
or the backbone of a fish. There is a very 
cnrioiif picture among the remains -dis- 
covered in the rnlne of Herculaneurn,repre- 
senting the interior of a carpenter's work- 
shop, with two genii cutting a piece of 
wood with a, frame saw, and on an altar 
preserved in tho Capitoline museum at 
Rome there is a perfect representation of 
a box eaw, exactly resembling, in the form 
of the frame and tho twisted cord for 
tightening it, those used by modern car- 
penters. From these remains it is evident 
that these forms of the instrument were 
known to the ancler.t-s.—London Archl 
faw*. ~~

prominent theatrical manager to the 
writer recently. "This vast sum of 
money is paid into the treasuries of 
some 1,000 companies, which were esti- 
mated to be playing in all parts cf the 
United States last year. This includes 
everything that can be considered 
strictly professional companies, to say 
nothing of the countless amateur or- 
ganizations. 


"Of the strictly theatrical organiza- 


tions it is safe to say tbat the average 
receipts per night for the 1,000 compa- 
nies is $400 each. At seven perform- 
ances per week for each company the 
weekly average would be $2,800. The 
average theatrical season is 40 weeks. 
The entire 1,000 companies, with aver- 
ege nightly receipts of $400, would 
producs weekly receipts at seven per- 
formances per week amewntln^ to 82,- 
800,000. 
This multiplied by 40, tlio 


cumber of weeks IB the theatrical sea- 
son, will yield gross receipts amount- 
tog' to ?112,0<50,000. which Is probably 
far below waat the people cf this conn- 
try really «o pay every year for the- 
atrical aawesseat."--"Washington Star.

SUCCESS 


The special city election held in Wor- 


fcester yesterday was quite remarkable 
In character and result. It was even 
•Warmer than! North Adams elections in 
the old days, and a young democrat de- 
Iteated an old roublican in a re- 
publican city for mayor. 


It will be recalled that the candidates 


B.t the regular city election some 
monltbs ago were Ly(tle, republican, and 
O'Connell, democrat. The contest was 
.exciting and the result was a tie, both 
candidates having 8061 votes. A dispute 
over ballots was taken to the courts 
and decided so that the tie was un- 
disturbed, thus making a special elec- 
tion necessary. The same candidates 
•were nominlated and the old fight was 
begun with a. vigor probably never sur- 
passed in Massachusetts politics. Every 
known political expediency was adopted 
and "Worcester rose in temperature to 
the melting point nearly. The largest 
vote was polled, Senator Hoar and Con- 
gressman Thayer coming from Wash- 
ington to cast their ballots for their 
respective candidate. The result was,.

"It would be'difficult for me to say 


In this day that there are not some- 
times circumstances that palliate the 
administration of lynch law. It has 
seemed to me at times that legislation 
was conceived in the spirit of obstruc- 
tion! to the punishment of criminals. To 
obstruct the administration of justice 
the writ oil habeas corpus, writs of error 
and pleas of stays of proceedings have 
been resorted to by many lawyers un- 
til courts of appeal have time and again 
seemed to have a clear vision for see- 
Ing the merits of such pleas, a-nd, last 
of all, tender hearted executives inter- 
pose clemency. 
"It is not to be wondered at that 


some communities have arisen in their 
wrath and have inflicted the summary 
punishment that machinery of the law 
has delayed, and which they feared it 
might delay among them, too. 


This from a justice ofl the highest 


court in the land is to be taken as a 
very- remarkable statement. It should 
icvelT f r^w sense of the public re- 
sponsibility and serve wonderfully to 
direct the public effort along right lines. 
The conspicuous fact in our laws is the 
machinery contained in them for the 
benefit of the criminal. Seldom do v:e 
see a case taken up and promptly dis- 
posed of. A thousand loop holes seem 
to have been bored for the escape of the 
offender fl-om justice. Unlimited resorts 
have baen manufactured, and instead 
of reasonable trials we have proloneed 
fights on technicalities in the interest 
of the prisoner, the state being at the 
disadvantage almost all the time. A 
great deal is said about the prosecution 
endeavoring to block the defense, but 
the sins of the prosecution reave theetats 
robes spotless as compared with the gar 
ments of the aide of the accused. It Is 
hardly too much to say that the &*- 
fense today in a capital case succeeds 
In proportion to the ability of the law- 
yers to manufacture the evidence need- 
ed to raise the reasonable doubt. Jus 
tice fails add fails again through this 
through the machinery noted by Justice 
Brewer and, as the justice says, 
through the interposition of tender 
hearted executive clemency. And most 
all of fnrs is approved by the public. The 
public seems to have become so abnorm 
ally sensitive that it delights in forgiv- 
ing its most dangerous enemfes. The 
exception! to this is the application of 
Lynch law, the justification for which 
even Justice Brewer cannot wholly 
deny. The public must take a tight^ 
grip on legislatures and must put away 
its tear bottles or suffer the anarchy 
that finds soil in the more- primitive 
members of society. 


Passiveness is the besetting sin. Jus- 


tice Brewer says "we must rise to 
higher conditiorh than lynch law," but 
he points out, "There is more danger of 
revolution than assurance ofl neace in 
ignoble passiveness.

* Justice David J. Brewer of the United 
States supreme court delivered a most 
thoughtful and soundly critical lecture 
to the Yale law students Monday. The 
lecture treated ofi the very" important 
question of the relation of lawlessness 
to non-enforcement of law and the citi- 
zen's responsibility in the matter. Jus- 
tice Brewer drew his illustrations from 
current events and conditions, ir.Llud- 
Ing Mrs. Nation's insane crusade in 
Kansas. Of this ho said:

arisen ii» indignation and is dostroying 
saloons. I wrote an opinion while I was

There was a bad break of a six inch 


water mam under the east foundation 
\valis of the Weber shoe factory this 
raorning about 1 o'clock. Before the 
break was discovered, the cellar of the 
factory had been flooded to a depth t»f 
from 12 to 18 inches, and 
a large 


amount of stock had been ruined. 


The break was probably caused by 


pressure on the service pipe to the 
che factory on the mam. The main 
runs close to the walls and the service 
pipe runs from the top of the main 
instead of from the side. An elbow in 
the service pipe rests just under a 
foundation stone, and for some reason, 
probably as result of froat, the service 
pipe was forced down onto the main 
until the break occurred, just at the 
junction.

The factory was shut 
down this morning and the stock in 
.ne cellar was placed out of the way 
o° the water as far as possible. The 
.larnage to the leather and shoe stock 
will probably reach several

dollars, it being impossible to tell the 
exact amount.
